I want to give credit to the person 
who was responsible that the two fund 
rnising dinners that were successful, and 
that was Lena Manriquez, for it was she 
uho had Mr. Valenzuela give us free ra¬ 
dio time. Then all the merchants came 
to our aid. 

We had the Prado children at both 
dinners; and the family has asked me to 
thank the merchants, the workers and all 
the people that donated money to the Pra¬ 
do fund.

DRUG ABUSE CLINIC 

An effort to get the ex-drug abu¬ 
ser back into the labor force has begun 
by the Santa Clara County Drug Abuse 
Clinic.

RI GO ORDAZ awarded MEDALS 
in VIET NAM. 



Rigoberto F.Ordaz, Specialist 4, 
returned from Vietnam October 30, 1968 
after serving in the 1st Cavalry Division 
and the 173rdAirborn Bde.in the Central 
Highlands and the northern part of south 
Vietnam. 

He was awarded: 

The Bronze Star medal with a "V" 
device for action on March 9, 1968 for 
heroism in connection with military oper¬ 
ations against a hostile force. Specialist 
4 0rdaz distinguished himself on March 9, 
1968 in the Republic of Vietnam. On this 
day, Company D was attacked by an enemy 
battalion. Company D experienced severe 
casualties in the initial stages of the sus¬ 
tained action and a medevac helicopter 
was called in. As the ship was nearing 
the perimeter, it received intense hos¬ 
tile fire and crashed 50 meters outside 
the perimeter. Specialist Ordaz was part 
of a three man element who unhesitant- 
ingly volunteered to go to the rescue of 
the downed helicopter. Exposing him¬ 
self to the enemy fire, he and the other 
two men rushed to the aircraft and re¬ 
moved the entire crew. Constantly under 
heavy fire, Specialist Ordaz succeeded 
in carrying the injured crew to the safe¬ 
ty of the perimeter. His actions were 
responsible for saving the lives of the 
crewmembers. Specialist Four Ordaz's 
actions were in keeping with the highest 
military traditions and reflect great 


credit upon himself, his unit, and the 
United States Army. 

Also awarded two Purple Hearts 
for wounds received in January 31, 1968 
and September 14, 1968; the Air Medal 
for making 48 combat assaults by air and 
the Army Commendation Medal - merit¬ 
orious. 

Rigoberto's mother is Del fina 
Ordaz. Rigoberto has lived in San Jose 
for the last 5 years, having attended 
Overfelt High School. Was working for 
Films for Industry when he got drafted. 
He was born in Monterey, Mexico, Nov¬ 
ember 3, 1946.

MARIJUANA - (MARIHUANA) 

The term marijuana applies, in 
general to the Indian hemp plant, or more 
speciiically to the resinous substance 
present in the flowering tops of the un¬ 
pollinated female Cannabis Sativa. This 
Plant is an annual that grows from four 
to eight feet or higher, with five to seven 
long, slender, serrated leaves fanning 
outward from the Central point like fin¬ 
gers in an outstretched hand. 

Identification of Marijuana 

Marijuana is usually in the form 
°f a crushed mixture of leaves and flower- 
tops. It is usually rolled into a home¬ 
made cigarette and frequently contains 
"rough material" such * as seeds and 
stems.
